The Pontotoc County Council of 
Defense is in receipt of the following 
letter from the Oklahoma Connell of 
Defense at Oklahoma City. The mem­ 
bers of the Executive Committee of 
the County Council will take up this 
matter imemdiately and carry out 
the demands of the state organiza­ 
tion. 
“On Thursday we wired you as tol- 
lows: ’The Oklahoma State ouncll of 
Defense bas not received authorisa­ 
tion for forcibly taking men from 
so-called non-essential occupations 
for work at Little Rock. 
Arkansas. 
You as County Council of Defense 
are instructed not to assume author­ 
ity to do this. Give this publicity.* 
At the same time we wish County 
Councils of Defense to give heartiest 
co-operation to the efforts of feder­ 
al labor agents in rounding up loaf­ 
ers and vagrants giving them their 
choice of going to work or going to 
jail.This Telegram was sent out on the 
report that in some places county 
councils were going beyond requests 
for co-operatiou received by them, 
and notifying men now in so-called 
non-essential occupations to go to 
Little Rock or to jail, and to take the 
first train if they werq going to Lit­ 
tle Rock. 
It is urgently necessary that the 
state of Oklahoma be deaned of all 
loafers immediately, and the time is 
rapidly approaching when citliena 
should expoet notice to get into ss- 
sentisl oocupations.”

They thresh wheat here the old 
tread mill way and most of the time 
just work one horse to a cart or two 
wheel wagon and sometimes two 
horses, one in front of the other. The 
children wear heavy coarse shoes and 
grown people wear wooden shoes and 
it sure looks odd to us. 
We are the first American soldiers 
to stop in this towp and they sure 
do treat us nice. They think nothing 
is too good for us. 
From Roy E. Sawyer. 
When we sailed all went well un­ 
til the third day out which was Sun­ 
day, and we struck a gale. The boys 
all began sating who was going to 
get sea sick and who would not, but 
most of us fed the little fishes before 
night. 
The boys were pretty well worn 
out, but we had lots of fun. Every­ 
thing went fine and we had no other 
excitement until we 
sighted 
the 
coast of Scotland and Ireland, and 
believe me, though a foreign land it
